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NEW APPOINTMENTS TO THE ARMY. 


THE agony is over for twelve of the civilian 
candidates for commissions inthe Army. The Sec- 
retary of War has approved the recommendations 
of the Board which examined them and they have 
received and accepted their appointments. The 
Army is to be congratulated in getting such excel- 
lent material from civil life. The selections were 
originally made with the greatest care and the con- 
ditions of the examination were such and so rigidly 
adhered to by the Board that there can be no ques- 
tion as to the qualifications of each and every one 
of the successful candidates. They have been as- 
signed to regiments in the order they passed the 
Board, as follows:

Another batch of twenty candidates has been 
selected by the Secretary of War to appear before 
the same Board on September 15 next. Four of 
these— Messrs. Brooke, Cole, Wallace and Short— 
were examined in the previous batch. They came 
so near obtaining the required percentage that it 
was decided to give them another trial. But for the 
fact that the regulations were amended at the last 
moment, barring any one from appointment who fell 
below sixty-five in any one subject, all four of these 
candidates, it 1s said, would have been eligible, as 


they were sufficiently bigh in other subjects to have

by the regulations which bad been in force for the 
past year. The son of General Brooke, for instance, 
was rated away up in the nineties for general apti- 
tude and stood bigh in all other subjects but mathe- 
matics, in which he fell only a few pomts below the 
miplimum. 

From this list of twenty candidates the Secretary 
expects to secure about twelve with the necessary 
qualifications for the positions they seek. Twenty- 
four is the number fixed upon for appointment, but 
if more than twelve should pass the board they will 
doubtless be given appointments, as there will be 
several vacancies over and above that number. 
Exclusive of the twelve civilians and twelve non- 
commissioned officers just appointed, there are 
nineteen vacancies inthe grade of 2d lieutenant 
now existing--four in the cavalry and fifteen in the 
infantry--and there are six that can soon foliow 
by disability retirement.

The statement that there is a lack of uniformity 
in the methods pursued by the various examining 
boards for the promotion of officers is not borne out 
by the proceedings of the boards received at the Ad- 
jutant General’s Office. It was true of the system as 
at first inaugurated, but the fault was promptly 
corrected by the promulgation of the memorandum 
specifying in detail the different subjects in which 
questions should be asked. It is said at the Adja- 
tant General’s Office that the returns made by the 
several boards since this went into operation have 
been quite remarkable for their uniformity, and the 
Secretary of War seems well pleased witb the re- 
sult of this modification or addition to the regula- 
tions, which were purposely framed to give the ex- 
amining boards a wide range of discretion in the 
beginning. Some of the boards propound more 
questions and string out the examinations to a 
greater extent than others, but the same subjects 
are necessarily treated upon by each board. It is 
contended at the War Department that if a candi- 
date bas apy knowledge at all of the subjects coy- 
ered in the list of sub-heads he will be as likely to 
demonstrate his efficiency by answering one ques- 
tion in each as he would by answering half a dozen. 

It is not regarded as practicable to regulate the 
number of questions to be propounded under each 
subject ; neither 1s it considered desirable. 

The Department is constantly on the watch 

for improvements in the system, and carefully 

weighs apy suggestion that is made in that direc- 

tion. A letter has recently been sent to officers 

who have been on boards, asking for information 

as to the practical working of the system thus far, 
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and for any specific recommendations their exper- 
ience and observation have suggested as pertinent 
to the subject. Some of the replies received suggest 
that the examinations be oral to a greater extent, 
and it is probable that a modification in this direc- 
tion may be made, but as a general rule the recent 
memorandum of sub-heads has been regarded as 
an important step towards perfecting the system. 

There has been some thought of reducing the 
number of boards, and, in fact, the practicability 
of having but one board, centrally located, has been 
discussed, but objections are found to them all, and 
until some plan better than the present is matured, 
no change will be made, 








THE ‘‘ silver anniversary ” of the Grand Army of 
the Republic—the twenty-fifth National Eocamp 
ment of the Order—was held at Detroit, Mich., and 
was a more than usually patriotic occasion. Detroit 
extended a magnificent hospitality to the thousands 
of visiting veterans and made a gala week of it. 
A lively contest arose over the question whether a 
separate department should be created in the South 
for the negro members of the G. A. R., and such a 
division was recommended by Commander-in- Chief 
Vesey in his opening remarks. This recommenda- 
tion was referred to a committee, who reported 
against it, a minority report in its favor being also 
presented. The majority report was accepted with 
a few dissenting voices. Tbe contest over the elec- 
tion of officers resulted in the choice of Jobn 
Palmer, of Albany, N. Y., as Commander-in-Chief. 
The other candidates were Col. W. R. Smedberg, 
U. &. A. (retired), of California; R. G. Weissart, of 
Wisconsin, and 8. H. Hurst; Ohio. Messrs. Hurst 
and Smedberg finally withdrew in favor of Captain 
Palmer. The other officers elected were: Senior 
Vice-Commander, Henry M. Duffield; Junior Vice- 
Commander, T. 8. Clarkson, Nebraska ; Chaplain, 
S. B. Payne, Florida. Surgeon-General Benjamin 
T. Stevenson, of Connecticut, was re-elected by ac- 
clamation. Wehad hoped tosee our good friend 
Col. W. R. Smedberg, U. S. A., secure his election 
as Commander-in-Chief, but New York had the 
preference over California. 








SEVERAL officers of the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment, U.S. Army, have been favored (?) with a 
change of station duricg the past week, as will be 
seen from special orders published elsewhere. Asa 
rule, most of the stations assigned to the Q. M. 
Corps are desirable, but, then, some are more desir- 
able than others. ° 








To several inquirers we may say there are rea- 
sonable hopes that Congress at its next session will 
increase the pay of the several grades of non-com- 
missioned officers of the line of the Army. 








As the result of the Annual Rifle Competition at 
Bisby, ending July 25, the Prince of Wales prize 
goes to Canadafor the fourth time. The winuing 
score was 97 vutof a possible 110,five shots at 200 and 
fifteen at 60 yards. For the usual watch between 
the Lords and Commons there were no entries, and 
have been none since 1888. There was but one com- 
petition at the extreme range of 1,100 yards. This 
was won by a score of 65 out of 75. Last year Capt, 
Fremantie, who was third this year, won with 66 
points. Tne team Relopore match was won by Eog- 
land by ascore of 679 against the winning ecore of 
704 last year. Canada had 672; Germany, 671; Jer- 
sey, 641, and India, 598. The scores inthe United 
Services match were: Volunteers, 705; Regular 
Army and Marivee each 653; Navy, 623; Yeomanry 
Cava'ry, 620, and Militia, 563. In a University match 
Cambridge bad 638 and Oxford 625." Last, year the 
score was: Oxford, 598; Cambridge, 597. There is 
complaint of the Martini Hefiry ammunition, and 
to this is ascribed the lowness of the scores. This 
year a woman was for the first time entered among 
the competitors. Bisby site ise regarded as superior 
to the oli ground at Wimbledon. 








INDIAN COMMISSIONER MORGAN bas written a letter 
to Agent Wright, of Rosebud Agency, in which the 
agent is severely reprimanded for his arrest and 
expulsion from tbe reservation of Dr. T. A. Bland, 
secretary of the National lodian Defence Associa- 
tion, on July 1 last. Commissioner Morgan says 
“I enclose herewith a communi: ation received from 
Dr. Bland, to which I ask your special atteotion, 
and upon whiob [ wish a full and explicit report 
from you. Allow me to say that with the facts now 











before me, I regard your course in this matter as j 
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entirely reprebensigle. I do not think you had any 
right whatever to treat Dr. Bland with the indig- 
nity with which be bas been treated.” In this com- 
munication Dr. Bland reports the result of some 
eavesdropping, in the course of which Army offi- 


.cers were heard to express uncomplimentary 


opinions of the hostile Indians, aod of those who 
sympathize with them rather than with our sol- 
diers. It is not necessary for any one to carry 
the mark of a key-hole on bis nose to get this infor- 
mation. itis well known that Army officers enter- 
tain these opinions. He quotes some unnamed lieu- 
tenant as saving: “The damned Quakers of the East 
will visit Wounded Knee, snivel over the bones of 
some old buck or squaw who hadn't bad a bath for 
tep years, but they bave no tears tosbed over the 
grave of the poor soldier who fell in the fight.”” An. 
other responded: “lf a lot of the dawned, sniveling 
Quakers who meddle with Indian affairs were hung 
it would be a good thiag for the country. This 
was openly approved by the other lieutenants, and 
no one dissented from the sentinent.” Nor will any 
one who understands the question dissent from the 
general opinion expressed concerning ps°udo Iodian 
philanthropists, though this empbasizing of the 
opinion with a big, big D is very reprehensible, 
and the punishment of hanging is perhaps 
too severe for the offence. Major Earnest 
is the particular object of the animadver- 
sions of Dr. Bland, whose name evidentiy belies 
his disposition. He says: “The trend of public 
opinion there, as in the vicinity of Pine Ridge, is 
that the Indians desire peace, and that there would 
be no danger of war if they could be under an agent 
whom they could trust and whom tbey regarded as 
a friend to them, and provided, also, that ail inter- 
ference with agency affairs by the military be dis- 
continued, At any-rate it is the opinion of the lead- 
ing citizens of Valentine, that Major Earnest is not 
the sort of man to deal with the Indians." 








Tue European edition of the New York Herald, 
discussing the question as to why tbe sick rate is 
higber among soldiers than among civilians, says: 
“This aptitude of the soldier toward the different 
fevers is one of the most characteristic features of 
bis pathology. To explain it the reason bas very 
justly beep brougbt forward that, since he is trans- 
ported from bis village, in the various towns he is 


not so inured to the action of the morbid germs as 


are the inbabitants of the latter. Infectious dis- 
eaees are rare among rural populations; therefore 
there is no vaccination. For this reason young sol- 
diersa transported suddenly frum the fields where 
they have always lived into cities where they have 
never been before, rarely escape typhoid and other 
eruptive fevers, the germs of which they find, not 
only in the barracks, but among the people as well, 
although the latter are not barmed by them.” 








Tue Times, summing up the work of the first 
cruise of the First Battalion of Naval Reserve aAr- 
tillery, says: “The Naval Reserve Association, 
which is the backer of all naval reserve work in 
New York City, chartered the steamer, fed the men, 
and footed up the other items of the 85,000 of ex- 
pense, the Government of the United States lent 
eight war sbips, au admiral, a bost of officers, fifteen 
men, hundreds of rounds of ammunition, costing 
sometbing like $2,500 (for it means $36 every time a 
six inch gun is fired), rifies, bavereacks, canteens 
cartridge boxes, signal flags, and lots of other things; 
the men bought their own uniformsand volunteered 
their time and labor, and the State of New York— 
well, the State of New York gave them permission 
to exist as a battalion and sent Governor Hill down 
to Fisher's Island to make a speech.” 








A LONDON correspondent, writing of the French 
equadron at Cherbourg, says: *‘The naval authori- 
ties have made a new departure. All the vessels are 
painted a dul! sulphurous gray, exactly the color of 
cannon smoke as it issues from the gun. The con- 
tention of the French is that this color has the ad- 
vantage of being as illusive and indistinguishable 
in foge and sea mists and darkuess as during the 
smoke of battle. it is more baffling to the search 
light than aby other tint. Time and circumstance, 
can alone decide how far the assertion is justified , 
but the French, at avy rate, bave the only navy in 
the world as yet that bas departed from the old hard 
and fast lines of white and biack.”’ 





Pristpent Hararson is almost certain to have 
several appointments to the Pay Corps of the Army 
before his term expires. During the coming year 
Majors Larned and Poole will retire on account of 
age, Major Larned, July 20, and Major Poole, Sept. 
28. This will reduce the number to the limit fixed 
by the act of 1884. There are at the present time 
three officers on sick leave who will probab!y not 
be able to do duty again. They are Lieut.-Col, 
Wm. BR. Gibson, and Majors J. P. Wiliard and 
Charles {. Wilson, and an ample supply of vacancies 
on the disability retived list so that they may be re- 
tired at any time, 


MAJOR GENERAL SCHOFIELD has been busily en- 
gaged during the past week disposing of a large 
mass of official papers which bave accumulated 
during bis two months’ absence from Washington. 
Among them are a large number of court martial 
cases of enlisted men, involving dismiwa!, and also 
the case of Lieut. George H. Evans, 10th Cav., sen- 
tenced to dismissal. The papers in this case were 
approved by Gen, Schofield aod are now awaiting 
the action cf the Secretary of War and the Presi- 
dent. The drill regulations are also on Gen. Soho- 
field’s desk, but as he desires to continue his wed- 
ding tripin a few days, he will postpone action 
upon them until his return. Geo. Ruger, ino bis re- 
view of the infantry regulations, heartily approves 
all the main features of the board’s work. He 
makes some minor suggestions which will proba- 
bly be approved by the Commanding General. 








TuE proceedings of the court martial the case 
of Col. Charlies E. Compton, 6th Cav., recently tried 
at Walla Walla, Washington, on charges of negli- 
gence in connection with the well-known lynching 
éffair at that place, have been received at the War 
Department and are uow awaiting review by Act- 
ing J. A. General Lieber, who is away on his eum- 
wer vacation. Concerning the finding the Van- 
couver Independent of July 29 says: “The 


present outlook of the Compton court-mar- 
tial is net one of punishment for Gol 
Compton. The evidence showed that the civil 


autborities were the only ones who showed coward- 
ice, the sheriff surrendering the jail to the soldier 
mob without the slightest show of resistance.” 








Our old friend, the European War Cloud, was iv- 
vited to meet Lord Salisbury at the Lord Mayor's 
banquet in London the other night. The meeting 
wasa la Marquis of Queensberry, and Lord Salis- 
bury came out abead. He said there was not even 
a speck on Europe's peaceful horizon. At latest 
accounts the European War Cloud had entirely re- 
covered, and didn’t seem to mind a few bruises 
—Chicago News. : 








Tue Omaha Bee cites a Fort Robinson incident of 
the swift action of the summary court under the 
present system. “A cavairy man is galloping along. 
Summary court officer bails him: *‘ Hello! is your 
name Smith?’ * Yes, sir.’ ‘Were you absent from 
ebeck roll call last night?’ * Yea, sir.’

1f be be a 3d lieutenant, his uniform will be in ac- 
cordance with bis rank, and the practiced eyes in 
— social circles recognizing it, he will never be 

with false titles. Furthermore, if the 
said 8d lieutenant makes his abode a garret, he will 
be called upon to greet 1n social circles only those to 
whom his rank or avocation wil) make not the 
slightest difference. To the officers who consider 
themselves on an equal social footing with the 
Army and Navy, the unsuitable and incompiete uni- 
form of past years was galling to their natural pride, 
and though their pockets suffer somewhat, the con- 
sciousness of being uppropriately attired will repay 
them tenfold. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


I cast my vote for “ Yellow Smoke Stack ;” he is 
as welcome as the flowers in springtime. We have 
as much uniform now as we cao take care of, more 
than we bave room to store oway. and while new 
uniforms would please a few in the Service, (some 
of whom have not bought one for years, havin 
done “special duty,’”’) it would come pretty 
with many others. 


Another correspondent, after expressing an opin- 
ion of “ Yellow Smoke Stack’s’’ jeu d’ esprit, rod : 


“The proposed new uniforms are by bo

The old regulation regarding 
forms—now supposed to bein force—are drawn 
in so loose and ambiguous a wdahner that it is not 
an infrequent occurrence to see several styles of 
dress among the officers on a single vessel, and yet 
none of those officers could be accused of not having 
complied with the regulations. It is manifestly im- 
possible to maintain our position in a becoming 
manner under suchasystem. And this evil—for it 
a well be called an evil—the new regulations will 
avor to remedy ; and while their chief aim will 
be to 1osure absolute uniformity, such improvements 
will doubtless be incorporated as experience bas 
shown to be necessary. Those officers who oppose 
the contemplated improvements would undoubtedly 
object as strenuously if the wanes regulations were 
enforced. Heretofore the regulation regarding uui- 
forms bas been practically a dead letter, and | think 
1 am not far wrong in saying that not five per cent. 
of the officers are provided with the uniforms now 
required. The lack of a oe the uniform 
bas frequently been em d has many 
times been the sole cause of svoreeting the Service 
from being represented on occasions when its uni- 
form sbould have been seen. The principal objec- 

tion of Yellow Smoke Stack seems to be to the fuil 
Gress uniform, and he eays ‘we did well enough 
uoder the old order.’ Is ne aware that the present 
reguiations—tbe ‘old order’—calls for a dress of 
very much the same style? It is not quite vompliete, 
however, as at present bed, and the new re- 
gulations simply aim at its completion, aim to make 
aT parts of the dress harmonious— whieh it is not at 
present, and that is undoubtedly the reason why 80 
few of the officers have provided themselves with 
it—and this is to be done in accordance with changes

A despatch from Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 12, says: 
There has just been cast at the armor plate gill of 
Carnegie, Poipps and Co., at Homestead, an armor 
ingot 80 ip. wide and 23 in. thick, weighing 32,000 
pounds, the largest armor plate ingot rolled io this 
country. The ingot was castin a sand mold fora 
test, and the material proved much superior to that 
tested in a metal mold. Heretofore there has been 
a great deal of troubleia casting in metal molda, 
owing tothe many flaws, and an ingot cast in the 
sand mold was found not to contain a single flaw. 





The Lopdon Engineer says: “Brown cocoa pow- 
der, though 80 weil adapted for giving the best bal- 
listic results, is, nevertheless, a highly erosive pow 
der. This erosion, or destruction of the surface of 
the bore by the powder gases at an enormous beat 
and pressure, is a most serious question. The very 
heavy charges now employed in our heavy guns, 
and the relatively long time during which the Ingh 
temperature and pressure of explosion are main- 
tained in a long barrel, have aggravated erosion to 
a very great extent, thus shortening the life of the 
guns. In these guns, if the highest charges are used, 
erosion, which no skill of construction can modify, 
is the result, and soon renders repair or relining ne- 
cessary. Reduced powder charges allow a materi- 
ally prolonged life to the bore; and there is also a 
great difference in erosive effect between powders 
of different composition.

RECENT DEATHS. 

Captain Joun J. COCHRAN, assistant surgeon, C. 
8. A.,a meritorious and accomplished officer, died 
at St. Luke's Hospita!, New York City, Aug. 5, of 
blood poioning contracted while performing an 
operation. At the time of his death he was on sick 
leave from Camp Eagle Pass, Texas, and had come 
to New York for medical advice. Capt. Cochran 
was born in Boston, Mass., June 24, 1853; graduated 
in medicine at the College of Physiciansand Sur- 
geons, N. Y., in 1876; was resident physician in 
Bellevue Hospital during 1877 and 1878; commission- 
ed as assistant surgeon Feb. 17, 1880,and promoted 
to the grade of captain Feb. 17, 188%. Dr. Cochran 
was held in high esteem by his brother officers in the 
Medical Department and his associates throughout 
the Army, for bis warm hearted, generous nature» 
professional skill and his devoted attention to duty. 
By his death the medical corps loses one of ite wost 
valuable members, and the Army in general a most 
useful and competent physician. The funeral took 
place with military honors on Friday from St. 
Xavier's Church, New York City, and was largely 
attended. 

CommMAanDER CHAS. MoGrecor, U.38.N., died at 
the Hotel Emery, Cincinnati, O., Aug.1. At the 
time of bis death he was lighthouse inspector of the 
14th District. The deceased officer entered the Navy 
in 1860, and while on leave of absence in 1862 he vol- 
unteered against Kirby Smith, was assigned to duty 
first with the Army and afterwards transferred to 
the Western gunboat flotilla and received commen- 
dation from the commanding officer and Gen: 
Wallace for services rendered. His subsequent ser- 
vice during the war was of a distinguished nature, 
He attained the grade of commander June 5, 1878. 
He was a brother of Mrs. Sweitzer, the wife of Gen

CLOSING WEEK OF THE STATE CAMP. 
PERKSKILL, Aug. 1, 1891. 
TWENTY-SECOND REGIMENT. _ 


Leavine tbe armory, 67th street and Boulevard, 
on scbedule time, the regiment reacbed the dock at 
Roa Hock ata few minutes past 2 P. M., July 25. 

The dress parade of the first day was a quiet one, 
and though it was a good one in every particular, 
even the atraina of Gilmore's, music did not seem to 
awaken the officers and wen from the shock occa- 
sioved by the loss of their chief, Col. Camp, who 
bad been sent to town by the surgeon's order, suffer- 
ipg from a distressing attack of pleurey.
